WRONGLY ISSUED 


Place Was Home, Not Dis- 
tillery and Could Not Be 
Entered Except on Previ- 


ous Evidence of: Sale.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17-—The 


conviction of William Grau on the 
charge of violating the prohibition 
law at Newport, Ky., and his sen- 
tence to five years’ imprisonment 
was set aside today by the 6u- 
preme Court. Grau contended the 
search warrants on which evidence 
against him was obtained were il- 
legal. 

A still was found on his prem- 
ises, but Grau answered that the 
location was his residence. He 
said sufficient grounds had not 
been presented to justify the issue 
of a search warrant and tried to 
have the evidence obtained in the 
raid suppressed. 

Trial Judge A. M. J. Cochran, 


however, ruled the presence of the 
still destroyed the sanctity of the 
' premises as a residence and consti- 
tuted a distillery, rendering it un- 
necessary for the Government to 
charge the sale of liquor to render 
the search warrant valid. 

The Sixth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals sustained the trial court, 
holding that, when a still is set up 
in a building, it can no longer claim 
the protection given by the law to 
a private. residence. 

Grau was convicted of the un- 
lawful manufacture of whisky and 
possession of property designed for 
the unlawful manufacture of in- 
toxicating liquors. 

The Supreme Court said the ob- 
¥Yection to affidavits upon which 
the warrant was issued was “well 
taken and the warrant conse- 
quently was without lawful foun- 
dation.” 

Discussing the principal affi- 
davit the Court said it “fails to 
state the place to be searched is}: 
not a private dwelling and the rec- 
ord affirmatively shows it was. 
t « « Indeed no facts are given 
from which sale, on or off the 
premises described, necessarily is to 
be ineferred.” 

The Court said the broad con- 
struction of the prohibition act by 
the Court of Appeals ‘‘unduly nar- 
rows” the guaranties of the fourth 
amendment to the Constitution. 

“A search warrant may issue 
only upon evidence which would 
be competent in the trial of the 
offense before a jury; and would 
lead a man Of prudence and cau- 
tion to believe that the offense has 
been committed. Tested by these 
standards the affidavit was insuf- 
ficient,” the Court said. 

Justices Stone and Cardozo dis- 
sented, recording themselves as be- 
lieving the judgment should be af- 
firmed, :

to trial without adequate prepara- 
tion by counsel, 

Communists and groups of intel- 
lectuals seized on the affair short- 
ly after the verdict. Within a 
month five members of the Acad- 
emy of Science in Moscow issyed 
a statement asserting that the out- 
come was “an example of class 
discrimination in America.” 

U. 8S. Consulates Stoned. 

Radicals in other countries took 
it up and in Germany gangs of 
young Communists stoned the win- 
dows of United States Consulates 
in Berlin, Cologne and Dresden. 

Some 1600 German intellectuals, 
including Prof. Albert Einstein and 
Thomas Mann, novelist, signed a 
petition of protest. 

J. Louis Engdahl, one of the lead- 
ers of the Communist party in the 
United States, sailed for Europe 
last April with Mrs. Ada Wright, 
mother of two of the youths in- 
volved in the case. They were de- 
ported from Belgium, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and Bulgaria. When they 
appeared in an Austrian min- 
ing. district, where a Communist 
strike was in progress, they were 
again escorted across the border. 

The tour ended abruptly Oct. 10, 
when Mrs. Wright was taken to a 
hospital in Berlin for an operation. 

Appeal to Supreme Oourt. 

The Negroes’ appeal was taken 
to the nation’s highest tritunal 
after the Alabama Supreme Court 
reviewed the case and upheld the 
sentences passed by the trial court. 

Attorney-General Thomas Knight 
of Alabama, in Opposing a review 
by the United States court, dé- 
clared the Alabama Supreme Court 
had failed to find any ground for 
interfering with the sentences. He 
€enied hostile public sentiment hadi 
been the reason for calling out the

The State charged the Negroes

During the trial the National 
Guardsmen were stationed around 
the courthouse and the jail, Large 
crowds flocked to Scottsboro for 
the trials. 

As word of the conviction and. 
sentences spread, appeals began 
flooding the offices of the Gov- 
ernor and the Justices of the State 
Supreme Court who reviewed the 
case last January. 

Irving Schwab and Joseph Brod- 
sky of New York, the latter chief 
national counsel for the Interna- 
tional Labor Defense, appeared in 
behalf of the Negroes before the 
State court. 

Brodsky contended that “mob 
terrorism” prevented a fair trial; 
that the defendants were denied 
due process of law because Negroes

Fourth Man Missing and An- 
other Saved—Bullet May 
Have Caused Hole.

KING PARK, N. Y., Nov. 7.— 
State police today sought to deter- 
mine if a bullet made the hole in 
a motorboat, causine the death of 
three, possibly four men, Satur- 
day.

His story 
was that Charlies Beck, 30, and 
Daniel Ryan, 35, were in one boat 
and John Sheridan, 28, and Michael 
McCluskey, 22, were with him in 
the other. 

The Beck boat began leaking, 
Carmondy said, and Ryan was 
transferred to the Carmondy craft, 
leaving Beck alone. It was thought 
the boat would have a better 
chance that way to outride the seas. 

The boats became separated and 
the one in which the four nien rode 
eaptized. Ryan and McCluskey 
were drowned. Sheridan and Car- 
mondy clung to the overturned boat 
for more than an hour, according 
to the detective’s story. Finally 
Sheridan's grip relaxed and he dis- 
appeared. i 

Carmondy himself was unable to 
explain how he reached shore. A 
watchman found him~ unconscious 
on the beach late Saturday night.

LONSDALE QUALIFIES 
AS FRISCO RECEIVER 


Posts Bond, Says He Will ‘Dig 
In’ to See What He Can 
Do for Railroad. 


John G. Lonsdale, president of 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank & Trust 
Co., qualified today as receiver for 
the Frisco Railroad by filing a $50,- 
000 bond in Federal Court. 

He was named by Judge Faris 
Saturday as a second receiver and 
will be in charge of all matters 
other than actual operations. These 
remain under the supervision of 
James M. Kurn, who was president 
of the railroad until after his ap- 
pointment as receiver a week ago. 

Lonsdale’ s record as receiver for 
a small Arkansas railroad more 
than 30 years ago when he was a 
youth of 22 was largely responsible 
for his appointment. Judge Faris, 
casting about for a suitable man to 
appoint, recalled that his late col- 
league, Federal Judge Trieber of 
Little Rock, has spoken of Lons- 
dale as ‘‘The best receiver I ever 
had.” 


intend to be a “talking receiver,” 
but planned to “dig in” and see 
what constructive work he could 
do for the railroad. 

Lonsdale .was engaged in the 
real estate Husiness in Hot Springs, 
Ark., in 1896 when he became in- 
terested in the organization of the 
Little Rock, Hot Springs & Texas

miles between the two Arkansas 
cities. It became involved in fi- 
nancial difficulties soon after it 
began operation, and Judge Trieber 
appointed Lonsdale receiver. 

He served for four years, and 
the receivership was terminatc” Dy 
reorganization of the railroad as 
the Little Rock, Hot Springs & 
Western. It is now a part of the 
Missouri Pacific lines. 

Leaving Arkansas, Lonsdale went 
to New York and entered the brok- 
erage business. He came to  §8t. 
Louis in 1915 to take charge of 
the investment business of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, and later 
became president of that bank. 
When it was merged, several years 
ago with Mercantile Bank & Trust 
Co., he was chosen president of 
the consolidated bank. He is a 
former president of the Ameriéan 
Bankers’ Association. 

His appointment as a second re- 
ceiver for the Frisco was made 
after Judge Faris had refused the 
request of attorneys for the road 
to consolidate two _ receivership 
st .s, oné the friendly action under 
which Kurn was named, the 6ther 
a suit by bondholders who allege 
waste and mismanagement. 

It is expected the Court will ap- 
point a Special Master to conduct 
hearings on the allegations in the 
bondholders’ suit. 

Another Suit Laid Over. 

Hearing of another receivership 
suit against the Frisco was re- 
sumed briefly before Circuit Judge 
Nortoni today and laid over until 
Wednesday for further testimony. 
This suit was filed Oct. 29, three 
days before a creditor’s suit in Fed- 
eral Court under which the receiv- 
ers were appointed. 

The Circuit Court case, brought 
by Miss Rena Wolfsheimer of New 
York, a Frisco bondholder, is be- 
ing heard on a plea as to jurisdic- 
tion. The plaintiff's counsel argués 
that it should have precedence in 
receivership, asserting that the 
creditor’s suit was a’ collusive ac- 
tion. Edward W. Foristel, repre- 
senting Miss Wolfsheimer, said Sat- 
urday that. if “certain things” oc- 
curred in connection with the Fed- 
eral Court case, his client’s suit 
would be dismissed.

Whereas Hitlerites held 230 seats 
in the old Reichstag, they won 
only 195 yesterday. The National 


Socialist percentage of the popular 
vote fell from 37.7 to 33 per cent. 

What little drift there was went 
to the extreme Left or to the ex- 
treme Right, the Communists win- 
ning 100 seats as against their pre- 
vious 89, and the Nationalists tak- 
ing 51 as against 37. 

The junker Chancellor, Franz von 
Papen, remains at the helm with 
the support of President von Hin- 
denburg, but Von Papen’s Nation- 
alist gains were as nothing toward 
controlling the Reichstag. 

The official final popular vote: 
National Socialists, 11,705,256; So- 
cialists, 7,231,404; Communists, 
5,970,833; Centrists, 4,228,322; Na- 
tionalists, 3,061,626; Bavarians, 
1,081,595; People’s Party (Popu- 
lists), 659,703; Christian Socialists, 
412,523.

Almost 35,500,000 of Germany’s 
44,500,000 qualified voters went to 
the polls, but the total was meas- 
irably under the vote of July 31. 
Yesterday only enough voters’ to 
make a Reichstag of 582 seats 
came out, while in July the elec- 
torate set up 608 seats, on the basis 
under German law of one seat to 
each 60,000 votes. 

The Communists made consistent 
gains and they carried Greater 
Berlin overwhelmingly by winning 
almost one-third of the 2,772,000 
votes cast.

‘TENTH YEAR OF FASCISM 


Amnesty ‘Decree, Signed by King, Releases 
1200 Political Offenders, All Serving’ 
Less Than Five Years, 


*- ~~

ROME, Nov. 7.—Political pris- 
Oners, both those in penitentiaries 
and those deported to penal islands, 
to the number of 1234, have been 
released under Premier Mussolini’s 
decree of amnesty, the most exten- 
sive ever promulgated in Italy. 

Between 15,000 and 20,000 pris- 
oners confined for miscellaneous 
offenses were released, the Govern- 
ment said, and hundreds of others 
were affected by the decree either 
by frelease or reduction of sen- 
tences. 

Of the 1056 political prisoners in 
penitentiaries 639 were liberated, 
including 12 men who had. served 
nearly 10 years. Of 983 political 
offenders in penal colonies 595 
were freed. Sentences of deporta- 
tion to the prison islands were re- 
yoked for 103 men. 

The decree, signed Saturday 
night by the King, releases all po- 
litical prisoners serving terms of 
less than five years. 

Repeating offenders and fugi- 
tives in other countries are exclud- 
ed excepting those of the latter 
group who surrender to authorities 
within four months. 

Three years are’ deducted from 
sentences of from five to 10 years 
and five years from sentences ex- 
ceeding 10 years. 

Tax Evaders Pardoned. 

All offenders against tax laws are 
pardoned, but must pay delinquent 
taxes before next Jan. 31. Offend- 
ers against compulsory ‘military 
service also are pardoned, provided 
they present themselves to authori- 
ties within four months. 

Premier Mussolini accompanied 
the decree with’a statement de- 
scribing it as “equal in grandiosity 
to the events of the decennial (last 
month’s celebration of the end of 
the first Fascist decade) where- 
with it is connected.” 

“The decennial commemorates 
not only a memorable event, but it 


is a period of high spiritual fervor, 
economic reconstruction and polit- 
ical rebirth,” he declared. 

“With a tranquil and harmonious 
co-ordination of all activities as- 
sured, a new modern juridical order 
established, airapid rhythm given 
every form of life and évery cate- 
gory of work and the authority of 
the state reinforced internally and 
its prestige increased abroad, Italy 
appears today as the creator and 
initiator of a new phase of civ- 
ilization,” the Premier said. 

He reiterated devotion to the 
King with the conclusion addressed 
to him: “Victorious Italy gathers 
on foot around you, sire, in a sin- 
gle powerful will, a single impetus 
to action, waiting to resume the 
march.” . 

Fines Also Lifted. 

The amnesty restored the right 
of freed prisoners to hold public 
office, lifted fines imposed simul- 
taneously with prison sentences and 
condoned military offenses except- 
ing treason, espionage and deser- 
tion. 

The amnesty is expected to lift 
five years from the 30-year sen- 
tences of Gens. Copello and Zani- 
boni and Cesare Rossi, former Fas- 
cist grand council member : and 
close companion of Mussolini in 
the early days of fascism. They 
were convicted of attempting as- 
sassination of the Premier. 

The 15-year sentences of the 
Neapolitan poet, Mario Vinciguer- 
ra, and the Roman writer, Renzo 
Rendi, charged with circulating 
anti-Fascist pamphlets, are ex- 
pected to be reduced five years. 

The amnesty takes a few 
days from the five-year sentence 
of Mario Buda, friend of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, whose executions for 
murder in the United States re- 
sulted in widespread political agi- 
tation in many countries. Buda, 
charged with uttering statements 
against the Fascist regime, was to 
be released from the prison island 
of Ponza Nov. 20.

He at- 
tacked the Von Papen administra- 
tion as stimulating the bourgeois 
parties which, he said, were “driv- 
ing Germany into Bolshevism.” He 
said that fact was proved by the 
election of 100 Communinta to the 
Reichstag.

PHILIPPINE LEGISLATURE MAKES 
NEW PLEA FOR INDEPENDENCE 


Action Follows Five Months’ Dis- 
cussion of Problem at Series 
of Public Hearings. 

MANILA, Nov. 7.—The Insular 
Legislature, after a five months’ 
discussion in a series of public 
hearings, yesterday, redefined its 
position on independence bills 
pending in the United States Con- 
gress. 

The Legislature, meeting as an 
Independence Commission, adopted 
a resolution presented by Senator 
Manuel Quezon, head of the Phil- 
ippine Independence Commission 
in Washington, again calling for 
immediate independence. The reso- 
lution requested the shortest period 
of transition possible; a _ trade 
agreement between the islands and 
the United States, and more auton- 
omy in regard to insular affairs. 
Port limitations during the transi- 
tion period “permitting our indug- 
tries to survive and compete in 
open markets when independence 
is granted” also were asked. 

Quezon, in a speech before the 
Legislature, said he would be will- 
ing to postpone actual independ- 
ence for 10 years if the United 
States would make the Island Gov- 
ernment “autonomous in name as 
well as in fact.”

Red Square in Moscow in 
Which It Is Estimated 
1,000,000 Take Part. 


By the Associated Press. . 
MOSCOW, Nev. 7.—The Red Le- 


gions of the proletariat marched 
today in celebrating the passage 
of 15 years since the birth of the 
Union of Socialist Soviet republic 
in the October revolution. 

While the whole country from 
the Arctic to the Caspian and the 
Baltic to the, Pacific observed a 
national holiday, Moscow's red 
square, was the center of the day's 
ceremonies, with a tumultuous, 
day-long demonstration of military 
and labor power in which an es- 
timated 1,000,000 persons paraded. 

From a reviewing stand on top 
of the Lenin Mausoleum, which 
holds the body of the leader of the 
October revolution, Joseph Stalin, 
Mickael Kalinin, “Molotov, Voro- 
shilov and their colleageus in 
Communist party answered the 
cheers of the marchers with smiles 
and waving of caps. 

50,000 Troops Parade. 

About 50,000 troops of the Mos- 
cow garrison, together with several 
battalions of sailors from the Bal- 
tic fleet, carried out the military 
phase of the celebration with a 
smart review which was notable 
for its show of greatly increased 
numbers of mechanized units. 

Beginning with the colorful cere- 
mony in which Voroshilov, the 
War Commissar, mounted on a 
magnificent charger, administered 
the oath of fidelity to several 
thousand troops massed in close 
ranks and filling the whole square, 
the military held the square for 
more than three hours as infantry, 
cavalry. artillery, tanks and the 
full complement of a modern army 
corps paraded. 

Then came the turn of the work- 
ers and peasants, men, womeh and 
children, who converged on the 
square from three: entrances in 
well-ordered ranks to fill its en- 
tire width with a closely packed, 
slow-marching, singing, cheering 
stream of humanity that kept up 
the demonstration long after dark. 

The din of a thousand bands, 
ranging from the well-trained mu- 
sicians of the army to the amateur 
players from factory, club, office 
and collective farm, added to the 
tumult. 

Communist Placards Everywhere. 

A forest of banners, placards, 
models and effigies swayed over- 
head, chronicling the achievements 
of individual factories and groups, 
proclaiming new slogans for. the 
new five-year plan beginning next 
year and satirizing the hated capi- 
talist and imperialist. 

Hundreds of delegations from 
various parts of the country came 
to Moscow on special trains to 
join in the demonstration, while 
a few workers’ groups from for- 
eign countries. also participated. 

Comparatively few persons, com- 
prising members of the Diplomatic 
Corps, Government and party offi- 
cials and privileged workers, were 
permitted to view the spectacle in- 
side the square because of the lim- 
itations of space. -Among those 
who watched the _démonstration 
was Yosuke Matsuoka, special Jap- 
anese delegate to the League of 
Nations during its deliberations on 
the Lytton report on Manchuria. 
He visited Moscow at the invita- 
tion of Maxim Litvinoff, Russia's 
League of Nations representative. 

All traffic in downtown Moscow 
was suspended and all but essential 
industries ceased operating 
throughout the day for the occa- 
sion. Tomorrow also will be a 
holiday, but for one for rest and 
recreation without parades.

tributors to the unemployment in- 
surance scheme. The present min- 
imum age is 16. 

The commission recommended 
the retention of the Means test for 
those seeking a dole. It was this 
test which resulted in a protest 
by a jobless army that marched 
on London last week, resulting in 
many disorders that were quelled 
by police. 

The commission's recommenda- 
tions were based on the assump- 
tion that there are 3,000,000 idle. 

Simultaneously with submission 
of the report to Parliament it was 
announced in the House of Com- 
mons that the number of unem- 
ployed receiving aid on Nov. 2 
was. 2,710,944. On Sept. 26 the 
number on the dole was 2,858,011. 

This commission was set up by 
the Labor Government to advise 
the Cabinet“ as, to the best means 
of placing the unemployment fund 
on a sound insurance basis.

While predicting “the doom of 
capitalism,” Thomas said “it still 
has sufficient power to drag us 
down to doom with it unless we 
now arouse ourselves ard unite to 
establish an efficient and orderly 
Socialist society.”

S the story of a family 

A cows to a life of amiable me- 
diocrity aand then upset by the 
day dreams of a daughter-in-law 
who longs to get out of the rut 
“Another Language,” which came 
to the American Theater last night, 
is an agreeable and pleasing char- 
acter sketch, a page or two torn 
from the ordinary book of life. 
Splendidly presented by Tom’ Pow- 
ers, young Philip Faversham—it 
seems Only yesterday that his fa- 
ther was playing in “Sowing the 
Wind” at the old Olympic Theater, 
although it must have been 40 odd 
years ago—and Laura Straub, with 
a supporting cast which exactly 
fitted into the picture; the piece 
does not attempt to get anywhere 
in particular, conveying only the 
idea that there are mothers-in-law 
who believe that their son's wives 
are in the family—not of it—on:suf- 
ferance. That is all there is to 
the play but the characters, the 
tactless mother who smiles as she 
says disagreeable things, and her 
four sons and their wives, are so 
true to life, so entirely familiar to 
an audience that the piece moves 
along nicely in a manner to pro- 
vide, if not drama, fine entertain- 
ment. And that, after all, is the 
chief reason for the stage, so that 
if “Another Language” has no mes- 
sage to deliver it makes for a most 
enjoyable evening in the theater. 
It is the tale of the Hallam fam- 
ily of New York. “Grandma” Hal- 
lam, her old husband and her four 
boys who can do no wrong. Three 
of the sons are married to wives 
contented, after a fashion, to take 
their proper places, as assigned to 
them by their mother-in-law.

Should Take Warning.

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—Chaos was 
the word used to describe the Chi- 
cago tax situation by J. L. Jacobs, 
Cook County Special Assessor. He 
said that unless drastic tax reduc- 
tions were éffected not only here 
but elsewhere, the same situation 
likely would spread over the hka- 
tion with complete disruption ‘of 
government resulting. 

Cook County’s situation was 
summed up by Jacobs thus: Near- 
ly $500,000,000 uncollected taxes 
outstanding; $1,000,000,000 in prop- 
erty involved in tax litigation; 
teachers, policemen and other mu- 
nicipal employes unpaid; and a 
psychology of anti-tax payment 
grasping the citizenry. 

In his opinion there is one rea- 
son: Too much and (too high 
taxes. 

Only, he said, when tax reduc- 
tiohs are promised will the unpaid 
taxes be collected. And tax reduc- 
tions can be assured through dras- 
tic cuts of the various govern- 
mental expenditures. 

“An aroused citizenry, rebelling 
against what it believes to be un- 
just. tax assessments, finally will 
solve the problem by electing to 
office only men who guarantee 
they will cut expenditures to the 
point that & noticeable tax reduc- 
tion can follow,” he asserted. 

There have been tax “strikes’’ 
before in which concerted with- 
holding of taxes has been observed. 
But never, said Jacobs, has it 
reached the magnitude in which a 
majority of property holders are 
ready and willing for the city and 
county to take over the property 
in lieu of the taxes. 

“If property owners can be as- 
sured there will be a strenuous 
downward revision in coming taxes, 
perhaps the entire situation will 
be cleared up. Several protesting 
property owners have expressed to 
me their willingness to pay back 
taxes if they are promised that in 
1933 they will not suffer from 
what they consider unfair levies.” 

Jacobs’ position was upheld some-’ 
what in the decision of a special 
grand jury investigating the local 
“tax strike.”” The grand jury, in-

Force to Be Cut. From 600 to 
130, St. Louis Manager 
Announces. 


The Ford Mo Co. assembly 
plant at 4100 F Park avenue 
has been closed for an indefinite 
period because of business condi- 
tions, it is announced today. 

M. N. Johnson; St. Louis man- 
ager for the Ford company, said 
the general offices, here and ail 
sales and service activities would 
be continued. Recently about 600 
employes hive been working four 
or five days a week. The new ar- 
rangement, Johnson said, would 
require between 130 and 150 em- 
ployes. 

“As soon as conditions justify it,” 
Johnson said, ‘assembly operations 
will be resumed, although at pres- 
ent no approximate date for such 
resumption can be forecast.” 
Dealers are to be supplied with 
cars from the Ford plant at Dear- 
born, Mich., or plants in ° other 
cities which remain in operation. 
Johnson would not comment on 
dispatches from Charlotte, N. C., 
which quoted a story published 
there that within 10 days all Ford 
assembly work *would be concen- 
trated in six seaboard cities and 26 
plants in the interior would be 
abandoned. 

It was pdinted out at the plant, 
however, that assembly operations 
were carried on by the Ford com- 
pany in XMansas City, Mo., Cincin- 
nati, O., and Memphis, Tenn. 

No plans for closing these are 
known, it is said, although it was 
expected that perhaps half of the 
company’s assembly plants would 
be closed until a greater demand 
for new cars is established. 

The plant in St. Louis hag been 
assembling from 60 to 75 cars a 
day. An output of 200 cars a day 
was considered normal, and the 
maximum was 250. 


Ford Officer Denies 26 Inland 
Plants Will Be Abandoned. 
By the Associated Press, 
DETROIT, Nov. 7.—An officer 


of the Ford Motor Co. today issued 
an emphatic denial of a report that 
the company planned to abandon 
26 of its inland assembly plants 
within 10 days. The report, to 
the effect that assembly work 
would be centered in six seaport 
cities, was made yesterday in Char- 
lotte, N. C. 

The officer, who refused the use 
of his name, said that “the Ford 
Motor Co. is not and has no inten- 
tion of abandoning any of its 
plants. This story has arisen fram 
a misunderstanging of some reéor- 
ganizations we are making to at- 
tain better manufacturing condi- 
tions. 

“As the situation has stood to 
date, we have been operating 52 
plants two or three days a week, 
getting out from 50 to 100 cars 
a day at each plant. This neither 
is good from a manufacturing 
point of view nor does it provide 
workmen with a living wage. . We 
are, therefore,,for the time being, 
concentrating our production at 
points where shipping factors are 
more advantageous. Some of. the 
plants will be closed down, but 
none will be dismantled; all will 
be kept intact. Just as soon 5s 
business picks up and sales war- 
rant increased production, all the 
plants now being closed will be re- 
opened as and when their added 
production is needed.”
